"For  the  hundredtli,  millionth,  time  — 
Yes!  People  just  like  you  have  prayed  us 
up,"  Ray  said. 

Ray  asserted  that  Central  Hills  is  Jn 
good  shape.  Just  a  fe<v  weeks  before  the 

camping  schedule  kicks  in. 

"After  the  tornado  hit,  we  tiad  no 
lodges  to  stay  in  except  Curtis,  and  it 
had  leaks,"  he  said.  "Curtis  and  Carey 
Lodges  are  ready  for  business  now. 

"The  gym  is  about  70%  complete.  The 
Chapel  looked  awful,  but  now  it  looks 
great.  The  (rebuilt)  infirmary  and  snack 
shop  is  about  80%  (completed).  Both  the 
chapel  and  the  infirmary  are  going  to 
look  better  than  they  did  before. 

"Barn  (Shirley,  associate  executive 
director  for  business  services  at  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  Board) 
and  I  talked  from  the  first  day  about  the 
potential  that  lay  before  us.  We've  done 
a  lot  of  dirt  work.  We  still  have  an 
amphitheater  to  finish."

KUALA  LUMPUR,  Malaysia  (BP)  —  Christian  importers 
of  Bibles  hat  Malaysian  officials  detained  are  balking  at  con¬ 
ditions  the  government  has  imposed  for  their  release,  such  as 
defacement  of  the  sacred  books  with  official  stamps.  The 
Home  Ministry  stamped  he  words,  "This  Good  News 
[Malay]  Bible  is  for  use  by  Christians  only"  on  5,100  Bibles 
without  consulting  the  importer,  the  Bible  Society  of  Malaysia 
(BSM),  which  initially  refused  to  collect  them  as  it  had  neither 
accepted  nor  agreed  to  the  conditions.  The  Home  Ministry 
applied  he  stamp  a  day  after  the  government  on  March  15 
issued  a  release  order  for  the  Bibles,  which  had  been  detained 
since  March  20,  2009.  Another  30,000  Bibles  detained  since 
Jan.  12  on  the  island  of  Borneo  remain  in  port  after  the 
Sarawak  state  Home  Ministry  told  the  lor*!  chapter  of 
Gideons  International  that  it  could  collect  hem  if  he  organi¬ 
zation  would  put  the  stamp  on  them.
